No other place, in my opinion, offers 
these inducements equal to Nashville, 
The Covington, Lexington and Nich- 
olasville road is finished to or near 
Danville, giving you'a considerable 
rtion of the road finished. The 
‘nnessee and Pacific road is suryeyed 
and letting actvertised to Lebanon, 
Tennessee, By your people filling up 
this gap from Danville to a point on 
the Tennessee and Pacific road, it 
would give a direct route to Nashville, 
and I think a shorter route here than 
you could get by any other eontem- 
plated route.”’ 


—~A corréspondent.of the New York 
Sun, writing from Promontory Point, 
Pacific Railroad, May Ist, says: 
Everybody supposes the two roads 
have been doing their level best to 
meet each other, and so they ahi 
but not at this end. If nobody had 
said anything we would have had a 
double track across the continent be- 
fore long. The two conrpanies—the |

Decoration of the Graves of Federal Soldiers om Louisville yes- 
Below we publish a notification from 
the Post Commander to the Grand 
Army of the Republic, in relation to 
the annual floral tribute and «lecora- 
tion of graves of Federal soldiers. 
While we have no love or respect for 
the cause in which they fell, and while 
they and their brethren drenched our 
soil with the gore of our bravest and 
best, we still must all honor and res- 
pect the dead who die in a cause they 
deem a just and an honorable one. 
That these men were in earnest, that 
they deemed their cause a good one, 
the best evidence is, they died for it. 
Their late companions 
relatives and friends, adopting a plan 
inaugurated, we believe, three years 
ago (by the women of the South to- 
ward our Southern dead), have set the 
30th of May for an offering to their 
memory, and it will be celebrated 
throughout the entire Union.
